Segregation Stirs Students 


College students throughout the nation were stirred 
Jast weekend by reports that Georgia's governor, Marvin 
Griffin, last Friday requested athletic teams of the Georgia 
university system be prohibited frem playing opponents 
wh do not maintain segregation on the field and in the 


stands. 


Regents of the university system of Georgia turned 
down Griffin's request Monday, thereby permitting Georgia 
Tech's football team to play Pittsburgh in the Sugar Bow! 


football game January 2. 


Georgia Tech students, incensed by Griffin's stand, 
demonstrated Friday night by burning Gritfin in effigy and 
by marching on the capitol and governor's mansion in pro- 
test. Bobby Grier, a Negro, plays on the Pittsburgh squad 
and Pittsburgh will sell its block of tickets for the game on 


a non-segregated basis. 


Both student and alumni groups of the college pro- 
tested Griffin's proposal. George Harris, Georgia Tech stu- 
dent body president, apologized to Pittsburgh fer what he 
termed the governor's “unwarranted action.” 

“The student body at Georgia Tech sincerely apologizes 
for the unwarranted action of Georgia's governor,” said 
Harris in a telegram to the Pitt student body. “We are 
looking forward to seeing your entire team and student body 


at the Sugar Bowl.” 


Statements opposing Griffin’s action were also re-

and Georgia Tech Foundation, Ine. 

Thus in the last week Georgia Tech students have risen 
to a position of esteem in the minds of college students 
throughout the nation for their progressive attitude on the 
segregation issue. In the same,.week Georgia’s pro-segrega- 
tion governor has received a national reputation for lack of 


tolerance. 


Evidence of Griffin's new notoriety was the hanging in 
effigy of Georgia’s governor on the University of Oregon 
campus Sunday. A white suited dummy was found swinging 
from a tree near the Faculty Club. A sign read “Governor 


Griffin of Georgia.” 


The state of Georgia has been known for its contro- 


versy over the segregation issue. 


Not too long ago the 


board of regents forced the resignation of the editor and 
several members of the editorial staff of the University of 


Georgia paper.

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Redwoods Grow 
Behind Monument 


Three Dawn Redwood trees, a 
species long thought to be ex- 
tinct, are growing just back of 
the Jedediah Smith monument on 
the Sacramento State College 
campus. 

The three specimens were re 
ceived as seedlings eight years 
ago by Dr. Hubert ©. Jenkins, 
professor emeritus, from Dr, 
Ralph Chaney, University of Cal- 
ifornia Paleobotanist. The seeds 
came from specimens growing 
in a temple grounds in China, 
where they had been saved from 
extinction. Chaney obtained the 
seedlings during a visit to China, 

Before their discovery in 
China, the trees were known only 
by fossil specimens. 

SSC’s specimens were cared 
for by the Sacramento City nur- 
sery until] they were ready to 
be planted on campus
